Sejuxauy  of  AfoNTREAL,  lltli  March,  1853. 

Sir, — In  obcflience  to  tlie  commands  of  Ilis  Excplloncy  the  Governor  General,  I  have 
the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  for  the  inforinatioii  of  J  lis  ExceUcncy  and  of  the  Legishi- 
ture  of  this  Province,  detailed  ?itatenients  of  tliu  property  and  revennes  of  the  Seminary  of 
St.  Sulpice,  of  jMontieal,  in  accordance  witii  tiie  Ordinance  of  the  .Special  Council,  passed 
in  the  Svd  year  of  IJer  Majesty's  Reign,  chaptered  oO. 

1.  Tiiis  property  consists  of  tlie  seigniorial  dues  of  lods  ct  vcntcs  and  cms  ct  rentes  from 
the  three  Seigniories  of  Montreal,  St.  Snlpice,  and  tlio  Lake  of  the  Two  Mountains. 

2.  Of  thirteen  houses  for  which  reiits  are  paid  in  tlie  City  and  Snhurbs  of  Montreal,  be- 
sides twelve  School-liou<es  ]iro(iuciug  no  revenue,  the  Seminary  Huildings,  the  College,  the 
Coniitry  House  at  the  Mountain,  and  tlie  ifission  House  of  the  Luke  of  Two  Mountains, 
used  as  a  residence  for  the  Meudters  of  the  Cm-poration. 

3.  Of  four  farms  in  (he  Island  of  Montreal,  namely  :  that  of  the  Satdt-au-Recollet,  called 
the  Domavie ;  that  of  the  Mountain,  or  Country  House;  that  of  Woodland,  or  Gregory's 
Farm;  and  that  of  St.  Gabriel;  also,  of  twenty-one  lands  or  farms  in  the  Seigniory  of  the 
Lake  of  Two  Mountains,  the  greater  i)art  of  which  are  newly  settled. 

4.  Of  two  water-mill:--,  one  wind-mill  and  two  saw-mills  in  the  Seif^niory  of  the  Lake  of 
Two  Moimtains;  two  water-mills,  one  saw-mill,  and  one  carding-mill  in  the  Seigniory  of 
St.  Sulpice  ;  and  an  aunind  rent  of  four  hundred  ininots  of  wheat  remaiinng  due  on  the  sale 
of  a  mill  at  Sanlt-au-Hecollet,  in  the  SeigMiory  of  Montreal;  the  other  mills  of  that  Seig- 
niory and  of  tlu!  other  Seigiuoiies  heiiig  now  sold. 

5.  Of  certain  constituted  rents  {rentes  constUiices)  and  interest  accn.ing  upon  amounts 
derived  from  commufiitions,  from  the  sale  of  mills  and  of  cleared  lands;  the  amounts  de- 
rived from  these  difl'erent  sources,  comprising  the  ordinary  revenue  of  the  Seminary,  the 
details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  statements  hereunto  amiexed. 

6.  Of  the  extraordinary  revenues,  consh-ting,  1st,  of  paymentj  received  of  the  amount  of 
divers  obligation^;  ;  2nd,  i\w  j>rices  of  lands  and  mills  sold  ;  3rd,  of  arrears  of  lods  ct  vcntcs, 
due  prior  to  the  '>lh  June,  1840,  to  be  collected  in  conformity  with  the  said  Ordinance,  and 
.1  detailed  account  of  which  n  ill  bo  found  in  Statement  No.  5.  hereunto  annexed. 
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The  ordinary  revenue  not  having  praved  ndequnto  to  the  necessary  works,  the  Seminary 
Lave  been  obliged,  in  order  to  the  conliuuanre  -.f  their  buil.Iing  operat.ons,  to  appropriate  a 
portion  of  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  lots  on  the  St  iabnel  larn.  and  also  a  po  t  on 
of  the  funds  ari>ing  from  conunutations  and  from  loans  ot  divers  sums  ot  money,  as  bhewa 
in  Statement  No.  'J. 

Number  of  Memhers  of  the  Seminary,  Offirrs  connected  therewith,  and  the  application  of 

il^  lii:v( lines. 
The  Seminary  at  present  numbers  forty-one  Members,  and  two  Assistants  or  Vicars. 
Twenty-seven  of  these  Members  and  the  two   Vicars  n-side  at  the  Grand  Seminatre, 
and  are  employed  in  tb.f  spiritual  admii.istration  of  the  Parish  ot  Montreal. 

J^leven  resi.ie  at  the  College  or  PelU  Sh„inairc,  ami  are  engagi^l  in  the  education  of  youth. 
And  three  reside  at  the  Mission  <.f  the  Lake  of  the  Two  ISlountains,  and  are  eng'^g^'J  '" 
the  spiritual  a.lu.iui^tration  of  that  Mission,  at  which  two  Indian  tribes  are  settled,  namely, 
tiiose  of  the  Inxpiois  and  Algoncjuiii  Indians. 

All  these  Members  live  in  common,  receive  no  salaries  oremoluments,  being  furnished  by 
the  Corporation  with  lodging,  board,  clothing,  and  all  that  they  can  re.iuire  either  in  health 
or  in  sickness. 

The  Seminary,  besides  tlie  support  of  its  Members,  provides  moreover  :— 
1st.  For  the  expenses  indispensable  to  the  procuring  of  the  necessary  new  iMembors  ; 
2nd.  The  costs  of  inanageiiient  of  their  whole  property  ; 
3rd.  The  repairing  and  construction  of  house?,  mills  and  other  buildings  ; 
4th.  The  spiritual  care  of  the  Parish  of  Montreal ; 
5th.  Tiiat  of  the  Mission  of  the  Lake  of  Two  Mountains  ; 

6tli.  The  necessary  es'pc"«lit<"-e  for  the  support  of  the  College  or  Petit  Seminatre  of 
Montreal,  the  revenues  of  which  are  not  suflicient  to  enable  it  to  support  itselt  alone  ; 

7th.  The  expen.liture  for  the  support  of  school-bouses,  in  which  the  Seminary  provide  in- 
struction for  mire  than  tliree  thousand  children  of  both  sexes,  there  being  twenty  classes  tor 
the  bovs  and  eitrhteeu  classes  f..r  girls,  the  wh<.le  gratis  ;  in  tins  number  is  included  J.e 
schocdofthe  '-iSrothersofthc  Christian  Schools,"  which  establishment  cost  the  Semina  y 
more  than  seventeen  thousand  pounds,  and  the  costs  of  support  ot  which  average  annual  y 
twelve  hundred  pounds,  besides  tour  hundred  pounds  each  year  for  the  su--port  ot  gn  s 
schools,  the  buildings  for  which  have  cost  more  than  four  thousand  pminds  ; 

8th.  The  expenditure  necessary  to  the  support  of  the  poor,  theoiphans  and  the  sick. 
Tiie  in-operty  is  administered  by  the  procureur  of  the  .  tablishment,  who  receives  the 
seigniorial  dues,  tl:.'  rents  of  the  Town  houses  and  apart  ol  theprohts  ot  the  mills  and  pay^ 
over  to  the  economc  of  the  Seminarv.  to  the  Director  of  the  College  and  to  the  Director  of 
the  Lake  xMission  wliatever  they  may  rerp.ire,  to  aid  them  in  providing  for  the  expenses  ot 
their  department.

Statement  of  Aiuiears  of  lods  pt  vciito.<  whicli  were  due  previously  to  the  passing  of  the 
Ordinance  3  Vic.  cap.  30,  and  which  were  received  from  Jith  June,  1840,  to  Ist 
October,  ISM.  Pursuant  to  that  Ordinance,  tiie  Seminary  may  receive  of  these 
Arrears  to  their  own  profit  and  behoof,  in  the  Ishmd  of  Montreal,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding X44,000,  and  in  tlie  Seigniories  of  St.  Sulpice  and  of  the  Lake  of  Two 
Mountains,  the  sum  of  £12,700.
